L'  rather  discouraging  feature,  however,  is  the  increase  to 
be  noted  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis;  this 
is  general  throughout  the  country,  and  shows  that  penarth  has  not 
remained  unaffected  by  this  dreaded  scourge  of  man.  There  can  be 
no ‘doubt  that  the  cumulative  effects  of  wartime  conditions  with 
regard  to  housing  and  excessive  hours  of  employment,  the  ’'Black- 
out” and  other  unavoidable  inconveniences  of  war  play  no  small 
part  in  undermining  the  resistance  of  ’man  to  infection  and  disease. 
In  connection  with  this  I would  most  strongly  urge  the  ■ complete----' - 
pasteurisation  of  all  milk  for  children  so  that  the  ravages  of 
bovine  Tuberculosis  may  be  nullified  and.  limited,  as  far' as 
possible.  Such  a ste-p  would  undoubtedly  be  governed  by  economic 
•considerations,  but  if  the  health  of  the  growing  child  - the  man 
'and  woman  of  tomorrow-  - is  -to  be-  safeguarded,  then  I must  range 
myself  whole  heartedly  •on  the  side*  of  those  who  advocate  the 
pasteurisation  of  milk.  I.  look  forward  to  the  future,  Gentlemen, 
when  I hope  to  Sue  this  become  a reality,  and  all  milk  which  is 
marketed  will  not  only  be  clean  but  thoroughly  safe. 


The  housing-  pro-gramme  and  repairs  to  property  suffered  con- 
siderably during  the  year,  it  being  found  to  be  almost  impossible, 
owing  to  the  great  shortage  of  labour  and  material,  to  effect  very 
substantial  repairs,  except  in  those  cases  which  were  extremely 
urgent  and  necessitous . Rs  a result  much  of  the  property  in  the 
town  is  badly  deteriorating  and  I would  suggest  that  when  condit- 
ions revert  t-o-  normal,  that  a*  complete  survey  of  the  district  be' 
undertaken  with,  a vie?/  to  the^  proper  habilitation  of  a great  number 
of  the  people  and  to  deal  with  those  cases  of  overcrowding  which 
in  all  probability  will  have  arisen  and  which  at  the  present 
moment,  we  are  powerless  to  control  to  any  great  extent. 

May  I in  conclusion  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Msmbers  of 
the  Council  for  their  continued  confidence  and  trust,  and  also  to 
the  members  of  my  department  for  their  willing  co-operation  and 
loyalty,  •/  "

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  City  of  Cardiff  authorities 

for  the  treatment  and  removal  of  cases  of  Small  Pox  which  may 

occur  in  the  district.  The  number  of  children  successfully 
vaccinated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Public  Vaccinator 
was  123  and  41  were  rovaccinated. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  in  the  District  for  the  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis,  Maternity  and  Children,  etc.,  but  advantage  is 
taken  of  the  proximity  of  the  City  of  Cardiff,  which  is  well 
provided  with  large  up-to-date  Hospitals.  A large  modern 
General  -Hospital  situated  at  Llandough  is  within  this  District, 
and  is  provided  by  the  Cardiff  City  Council  for  the  treatment 
of  acute  surgical  and  medical  cases,  and  contains  340  beds. 

The  Local  Authority  provides  and  maintains  'a "Mot or  Ambulance 
Service  for  the  conveyence  of  Infectious  disease  cases,  non- 
infectious  cases  Maternity,  and  accident  cases.  During  the 
year  a.  total  of  1,124  patients  were  conveyed  to  and  from 
Hospitals,  Nursing  Homes , etc.
